1. The drawings were received on 15 June 2006. These drawings are approved. 

2. The drawings are objected to because Figures 5, 6A-B, 7, and 10A-B all lack 
reference characters. Figures 7 and 1 1 should be broken up and labeled as three 
separate drawings. The drawings lack Figures 7A-B, as referred to in the specification. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

5. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because reference character "31" has been used to designate both a tube in Figure 1 
and an unidentified portion of a vehicle in Figure 2. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

6. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
specification includes a trademark. See below. 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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7. The use of the trademark Teflon has been noted in this application. It should be 
capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner, which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

Claim Objections 

8. Claims 18-20 are objected to because of the following informalities: The claims 
include the trademarked term "Teflon". The trademarked term should be replaced with 
generic terminology (see paragraph 7 above). 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

9. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

10. Claims 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 18 is indefinite due to the fact that it is unclear how the copper pipe and air 
tube are pulled "outwards" in line 17. No directional indicators (i.e. radially, axially, etc.) 
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have been provided to clearly describe this limitation. Claim 1 8 is further indefinite due 
to the fact that it is unclear what element of the invention is being referred to by- the term 
"this" in line 23. Claim 1 8 is further indefinite due to the fact that it is unclear what "ends" 
of the Teflon tube are being referred to by the phrase "a end" in line 23, "the other end" 
in line 25, and "said other end" in lines 25-27. It is suggested that these phrases be 
replaced with the phrases -first end-- and -second end- where appropriate to more 
clearly define the invention. 

Claim 19 is indefinite due to the fact that it is unclear how the internal connector 
is pushed "inwards" in line 13 and directed "towards" the hole in line 14. No directional 
indicators (i.e. radially, socially, etc.) have been provided to clearly describe these 
limitations. Claim 19 is further indefinite due to the fact that it is unclear what is actually 
being claimed by the phrases "the other end", and "said other end" in lines 23-24. No 
features of the air tube have been clearly and positively recited. 

Claim 20 is indefinite due to the fact that it is unclear how the loop and air tube 
are pulled "outwards" in line 14. No directional indicators (i.e. radially, axially, etc.) have 
been provided to clearly describe this limitation. Claim 20 is further indefinite due to the 
fact that it is unclear how, as best understood, the air duct tube can be joined to itself, 
as set forth in lines 22-23 of the claim. In line 24, it is unclear what element of the 
invention is being referred to by the term "this". In line 25, it is unclear what element of 
the invention is being referred to by the phrase "the thread". More than one "thread" has 
been set forth in the claim. 
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11. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

12. Claim 18 recites the limitation "the pipe" in 35. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for this limitation in the claim. It is unclear which element of the invention is being 
referred to by this limitation. 

13. The terms "long" and "short" in claim 19 are relative terms, which render the 
claim indefinite. The terms "long" and "short" are not defined by the claim, the 
specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one 
of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the 
invention. No quantitative limitations have been set forth defining the above terms. 

14. Claim 20 recites the limitations "the air duct tube" and "said air duct tube" 
throughout the claim. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. This limitation has not been previously set forth in the claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

15. Claims 18-20 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action.

16. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 18-20 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
